The seaplane, which belonged to the 
Puget Sound Airway company, took 
off from the Sand Point naval avia- 
tion field near here at 4:30 this after- 
ncon on what was to have been a short 
flight. 

While 500 feet above the lake be 
tween Kirkland and Seattle the plane, 


piloted by Johnson, was suddenly seen 
to go into a spin and plunge into the 
water. 

When harbor patrol boats reached 
the scene the plane was completely 
submerged.

Hours With Indiana 
Prosecuting Attorney. 


ACTION FOLLOWS 
DENIAL OF PAROLE 


Stephenson Had Prom- 
ised To Tell Officials 
Amazing Story of Graft 
in His State,

Michigan City, Ind., July 5.—D. C. 
Stephenson, Indiana’s political clam 
crawled from his shel) at last today 
and for more than three hours talkec 
to William H. Remy, prosecuting at- 
torney of Marion county, and three 
of Mr. Remy’s associates. 

Stephenson long has been threaten- 
ing to blow the lid off a scandal 
which will drag high officials of the 
state and of Indianapolis into a mire 
of political connivery and corruption 
Formerly a leader of the Indiana 
'Ku Klux Klan, S‘eptienson is believed 
to know how the klan, for years. 
held an iron rule over political des- 
tinies of the state. 

The prosecutor refused to give any 
details, contenting himself with this 
cryptic statement. 

Satisfactory_ Interview. 

“We had a satisfactory interview 
with Stephenson. During the three 
hour session he did nearly all the 
talking. I cannot tell you anything 
he revealed, for if I did so everybody 
in Indiana would know what I intend 
to do next in the near future? 

Although the prosecutor refused to 
divulge his future actions it was re 
garded certain that an inguiry will 
be launched to lay bare all tle secrets 
of the politico-Ku Klux Klan alliance. 
for a time ruled the state, 
Prominent officials now in office are 
expected to be named in the proceed- 
ings. 

Report has it that Stephenson. 
serving a life sentence in the Indiana 
penifentiary for the murdér’of Madge 
Oberholtzer, of Indianapolis, gave the 
prosecutors important leads in the 
investigation of state and national 
rolities as it is played in Indiana. 
Prosecutor Remy refused to give any 
inkling of his plans; but it was con- 
sidered probable he would spend the 
next few days seeking corroboration

Whether he 
will use the grand jury now being 
impaneled in Indianapolis or wiil 
proceed by the filing of affidavits in 
criminal court under the new state 
law Mr. Remy refused to state.

tors Emsley Johnson and John W 
Holtzman and Assistant Prosecutor

The shrewdness of their move was 
seen in that they permitted Stephen- 
son to realize that the events of las: 
week when the parole board turned 
down his plea and the supreme court,

Work on Captain T. E. Courtney's 
Dorniér Napier “Whale’’ the broad- 
beamed all-metal flying boat with 
which he hopes to accomplish a new 
and difficult air venture, the first 
westward flight across the Atlantic, 
was resumed here feverishly today. 

Paged down securely to a beaching 
trolley of the type used at the royal 
air force base for landing service 
boats, the “Whale” was given over 
to radio men and experts in thé in- 
stallation of navigation instruments. 

One of the most interesting and 
important devices which was install- 
ed today was the Marconi direction 
finder. This device, operated by 
radio, enables a pilot to keep his 
course under the worst possible con: 
ditions. 

Gives Position. 

On the darkest of nights the navi 
gator can obtain his exact pos‘tion 
by calling for signals from ships. 
The strength or weakness of the sig: 
nals, received through fones strapped 
to his ears enablés him to determine 
the distance of the plane from the 
ships. 

The range of Captain Courtney's 
instruments, which include the direec- 
tion finder, a radio transmitting set 


and an all-round receiving set, will 
vary according to atmospheric con- 
citions. 

Captain Courtney declared todag¢ 
that under ordinary conditions he will 
be able to communicate with Atlaa- 
tic liners over a distance of between 
500 and 600 miles. Radio reports, 
telling details of the progress of the 
flight, are to be serit out by Captain 
Courtney exclusively to the North 
American Newspaper Alliance in the 
United States and the Wesiminster 
Gazette in England. Newspapers as- 
sociated with the North American 
Newspaper Alliance will receige these 
reports exclusively, 

Two aerials are to be carried 
aboard the “Whale,” one, of rectang 
ular shape, will be used for the re 
ceipt and. transmission of signals for 
the direction finder.

Lugano, Switzerland, July 6.—Ben- 
ito Mussolini, Italy's «fisted pre- 
mier, is faced with one of the gravest 
decisions of his career in the immedi- 
ate future—a decisio. which may split 
the fascist party wide open. 

After nearly two years of evasion, 
Il Duce must chose between the young 
intellectuals who have been advanc- 
ing the party beyond the castor oil 
and bludgeon stage and the old ele- 
ments who demand .tern action. 

Premier Mussolini has been brought 
face to face with this necessity 
through the quarrel between Mario 
Carli and Emilio Zettimelli, editors of 
Impero, organ of ‘‘1e stern actionist 
element, on one cide, against Curzio 
Zukert Malapart, editor «° La Con- 
quista Dello Stato; Telsio Interlandi., 
editor of Tevere and others of the 
young intellectual group. The quarrel 
came to a violent ad a few days 
ago, with attacks on Signor Zuckert 
Malaparte and Signo: Interlandi in 
Impero and Signor Interlandi’s action 
in seizing every copy of Impero in 
Rome he could lay ‘iis hands on and 
publicly burning it. 

Charge Misappropriation. 

The roots of the struggle go back

Cushman Speaks 
On New Liberty 


Athens, Ga., July 5.—(Special.)— 
After nearly a century and a half of 
supreme court interpretation which 
tended against the “nationalization of 
civil rights,” almost within the last 
three terms of court this judicial at- 


titude bas changed sharply, Dr. Rob- | 


ert E. Cushman, of Cornell univer- 
sity, asserted here tonight in an ad- 
dress under auspices of the Southern 
Institute of Politics in session at the 
University of Georgia. 

Dr. Cushman, woo is professor of 
rovernment at Cornell, spoke on “The 
New Nationalization of Civil Rights,” 
and outlined the long series of su- 
preme court decisions which prevented 
the federal government*from being re- 
sponsible for the preservation of the 
civil liberties of its citizens. 

For scores of years the “term lib- 
erty in common law meant freedom 
from physical restraints and did not 
include any civil rights.” Dr. Cush- 
man said, and declared that it seems 
probable that liberty as used in the 
tifth amendment meant not so much 
more than freedom from unlawful im- 
prisonment or personal restraint, the 
fourteenth amendment gave the ques- 
tion new importance. 

“Liberty” Gradually Broadened. 

“By degrees,” Dr. Cushman stated, 
“in cases which I 
detail, liberty came to include, in 
addition to freedom from personal 
restraint, freedom to labor, to make 
contracts, etc., and with the decision 
given in a recent case, Mr. Justice 
McReynolds, speaking for the court, 
observed in an interesting dictum that 
this liberty denotes not merely free- 
dom from bodily restraint but also 
the right of the individual 
tract, to engage in any of the coin- 
mon occupations of life, to aequire 
useful knowledge, to marry, establish 
n home and bring up children, to 
worship God according to the dictates 
of his own conscience, and generally 
to enjoy those privileges long recog- 
nized at common law as essential to 
the orderly pursuit of free men. In 
another case it was decreed that ‘lib- 
erty embraced the right to direct the 
education of one’s children by select- 
ing the school which they should at- 
tend as well as the right to teach 
in a private school.’ The definite 
holdings in these cases wete not so 
revolutionary but the language used 
by the court indicated in each in- 
stance that that tribunal was on the 
point of letting down the bars and

E. Thorne, department expert, include 
only the private investments of Ameri-
